Eight heavy planks, each 18 feet long, 
2 inches thick and 10 inches wide, fell 
from a hoisting apparatus at the sev- 
enth floor of the new Rosenthal-Sloan 
Building at noon’ Wednesday, and 
crashed through the roof of John B. 
Melton’s one-story restaurant, 1722 
Washington avenue. 

William Maloney, a waiter, was, pin: 
ioned by One of the planks, which broke 
the floor of the restaurant after strik- 
ing him on the head. He was removed 
from beneath the heavy strip of lum- 


ber, unconscious, and was sent to the 
city hospital. His condition is criti- 
cal, 

‘Bessie Banks, the cashier, had stepped 
ti. her desk a few seconds before the 
crash from a place where, had she re- 
mained, the falling timber must have 
struck her. Minnie Dacus, a waitress, 
near 
where Maloney stood, and plaster fell 
about her, but she was unhurt. 

Customers Escape. 

Others in the place at the tim@ were

lunch counter eating. Plaster was 
ecattered on them, but none of them 
was injured. Maloney was carrying an 
order to one of the young men when he 
was struck by the plank. 

Five minutes later the tables would 
have been filled with Junchers from the 
nearby business houses, and a number 
of fatalities would have beén inevitable. 

The restaurant was wrecked, and great 
excitement was caused in the neighbor- 
hood. Reports spread that a building 
had collapsed. 

The planks were being hoisted by a 
rope tied about their middle. This is a 
so long as 
nothing destroys the balance of the 
planks. in this case, somethiA&g caused 
the load to tilt and one of the planks 
slipped out and was followed instantly 
by the rest. 

The two men who-were doing the 
hoisting on the seventh floor quit work 
for lunch a moment after the accident. 
When inquiry was made as to their 
names their fellow workmen said that 
they were known only by the nicknames 
of “Lazy” and ‘‘Sleepy.”’

Merrymakers at Near-By Resort 


Watch Great Blaze That 
Dims Fireworks. 





A spectacular fire which destroyed 
Dr. H. B. Erdhaus’ St. Louis County 
dwelling and barn Tuesday night af- 
forded a holiday show for celebrators 
at Campbell’s Forest Home, a roadhouse 
150 feet away. 

The physician kept a supply of drugs 
on the second floor, and when the flames 
were at their height there was a series 
df sharp explosions, the heat setting off 
those of the decoctions which were in- 
flammable. This added to the interest 
of the Spectacle, and the merrymakers 
voted it better than the fireworks which 
Campbell had supplied for them. 

It was a blazing skyrocket sent up 
from the resort which set the stable 
afire. A load of hay had just been put 
into it, and it sprang almost instantly 
into flame. 

“See the fire!’’ a woman at one of the 
tables cried. . 
It was a busy night at Campbell's, and 
nearly every table was taken. At the 
cry others who had been drinking iff 
the bar and in private supper rooms 
went out onto the verandah. Waiters 
went among them, serving drinks, while 
the conflagration went on. 
The spectators watched the fire rise 
to its crest, until the verandah was al- 
most as light as day, and then run 
along a fence to the dwelling, «which 
afforded a sight even more brilliant. 
Neighbors who gathere? ennld do noth- 
ing toward breaking the flames, and 
fire engines were summoned from St. 
Louis. Neighbors said Wednesday that 
the firemen wanted to pump water from 
a pond on Campbell’s ground, but that 
he would not permit« them. They lost 
20 minutes arguing with him, then ran a 
line of hose from West End Heights, 


200. yards away. It was. then too !ate 
to save the dwelling. The total loss 
was estimated at $8000. 

Mrs. Erdhaus gave the alarm when 


the barn caught fire, then ran to it and 
saved three chickens. The heat drove 
her back, and she was unable to liberate 
a horse, valued at $300, which was with- 
in. A carriage also was destroyed. 
Neighbors poking about in the ruins 
12 hours later pushed .the charred top 
cff the refrigerator and found a 
round cake of ice within. It seemed 
the only thing about the place whicn 
had escaped the flames. 

Dr. Erdhaus was making professional] 
calls when the fire broke out, and did 
not return until after it was over. He 
has been living there five months, ani 
recently improved his -home.

Hart were resting in a temperature 
that they estimate at an average of 
5 degrees, while for a time they 
watched a wind and rainstorm play- 
ing over their heads. 

Lieutenants Lahm and Hart were up 
in a balloon from 5:35 p. Mm. to 8:25 p. m. 
They didn’t get much further away 
than Granite City, but say they found 
it cool all the way from 350 to 5900 feet 
the alr.

110 at Starting Place. 

“They told us when we were starting,” 
said Lieut. Lahm to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Wednesday, “that the tempera- 
ture in the Rutger street gas yards, 
from which we sailed, was 110 degrees. 
“Tt surely was hot when we started, 
but we got away easily over the river 
and in a few minutes were at a height of 
350 feet. It got cooler suddenly up there 
and we were quite comfortable. In 30 
minutes we were 1100 feet in the air. 
“We were moving slowly toward Ca- 
seyville, IIL, but we saw a storm com- 
ing from the east and let the balloon 
work itself back down to 350 feet. We 
wanted to get under the storm. The 
wind caught us, though, and at 8 o’clock 
had sucked us up to 2200 feet. Fifteen 
minutes later we were 6900 feet,in the 
air. But the storm was still Gver us 
and passed so quickly that we did not 
get wet. 

“The wind left us over Horseshoe 
Lake and apparently drifting back to St. 
Louis. It was easy fo get back down, 
as the wind had taken us up far above 
the natural altitude for the balloon. 
When we got down to 700 feet we had 
drifted across the surface of the lake 
and landed -easily on the Edwardsville 
road a mile and a half east of East 
Granite City. 

“Of course, we didn’t have any breeze. 
even when we were in the storm, but 
the air was really cool, particularly 
after the rain passed over. We had an 
average tempefature of about 75 degrees. 


Sun Makes Gas Expand. 
“The only disagreeable feature was 


the gas escaping from the appendix. 
While the sun was up it caused the gas 
to expand greatly and the odor was dis- 
agreeable, but it never got nauseating.” 
Lieut. Lahm leaves St. Louis for Kan- 
sas City Wednesday night. With his 
aid, Lieut. Hart, he will represent st. 
Louis in the balloon St. Eouls No. 4, in 
the national race from Kansas City 
July 10.

In another instant the 
men began to fall, with the —! gas 
bag following them. 

Luckily the men fell in the top 
Dee a tree. They tumbled through the 
_ branches and landed on the popcorn 
 gtand beneath. Neither was sefiously 
injured although both were severely 
scratched and bruised. The balloon 
was a total wreck. 

“IT thought my time guvely had 

me when I was whisked off my feet 

‘and felt myself going up,” said Tay- 
lor today. “I didn’t know what had 
happened or how. I didn't think I 
was standing on any of the ropes 
attached to the balloon, although I 


was in the front rank of crowd and|- 


close to the parachute. 

“First I was dragged along the 
ground and then jerked into the air, 
head downward. I didn’t want to 
make a balloon ascension. I wanted 
to see the other fellow make it. 
There was rope trailing below me 
and I grabbed it and pulled myself up 
so I would not die from the rush of 
blood to my head. My head was 
popping terribly already.

I could not hold to anything, and just

Members of this gang had robbed sev- 
eral saloons and groceries and we were 
looking for them. 

“IT was riding to the Four Courts ‘one 
day on an Eighteenth street car. I saw 
Juliam and Mike Holden, another of the 
gang, and dropped off. I caught them 
in an alley. Both jerked to ‘escape 
from me, and Julian got free. He ran a 
little way, when I succeeded in throw- 
ing Holden down. While I was engaged 
in subduing him, Julian slipped up be- 
hind me and fired five shots into my 
back. 

“Roth of them got away. Julian went 
to Kansas City, where he pulled off an 
icebox robbery. In attempting to es- 
cape from policemen he was shot. When 
he recovered he was tried and sentenced 
to serve 40 years. 

“Frank Blake, who was formerly Par- 
Gon Attorney under Gov. Hadley, tried 
the case against Julian in Kansas City. 
He told me that efforts were being 
made to get Julian out, but that he

It: ig conceivable that a municipal assembly 
might do its best work by interfering as little 
as possible with fixed forces. But this is not now 
true of St. Louis. Something more than making 
appropriations to keep going the routine of 
municipal activities is necessary. Until the Mu- 
nicipal: Assembly takes upon itself the obligation 
to discharge all its duties we may expect these 
organizations to multiply. Each represents some 
form of protest against municipal inefficiency and 
is more or less a usurper of municipal functions. 
They are the product of conditions analagous 
tc. those which call into existence vigilance com- 
mittees' when police authority fails to afford tle 
necessary protection to life and property. Thus 
we have the Real Estate Exchange through a 
committee directing and advising in the matter 
of the construction of the Free Bridge. The, 
Civic League’s committee has just made a report 
on the electrification of terminals which should 
shame the Assembly for its information and com- 
pleteness, if not for its conclusions. All manner 
of improvements for the city are under considera- 
tion by volunteer organizations and each is a 
mark of the failure of the Municipal Assembly to 
do something considered necessary. Without mul-] 
tiplying instances or citing the great variety of 
matters to which the Municipal Assembly should 
devote its attention, if St. Louis is to progress 
and prosper, it is enough to say that there is 
crying need that the municipal lawmakers devote 
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turers, and got the entire contract for fur- 
ishing the Central Library here. 

The St. Louis furniture factories have

It was equally as difficult for any- 
body to get a membership card. Over 
:0 persons tried to join the society 
Monday, but were told that there was 
nothing doing, Saturday being the last 
day that applications for membership 
were accepted. Over 100 more boxing 
enthusiasts made the trip to the Colise- 
um and were told that there was posi- 
tively no chance for them to see the 
bouts. Detectives and pédlice officials 
watched closely at the door as each man 
went in and presented his membership 
card, had his number checked off on the 
books and his card punched.

WANTED AT YALE 


Chicago Second Baseman Being 
Sought to Coach Old Eli 
Baseball Team. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., July 6.—It is 


generally believed here that a big up- 
heaval is impending in Yale athletics. 
The belief is quite as general that an 
upheaval is necessary. Yale has lost 
every series in the four major sports 
this year, except football, and in this its 
team failed to defeat Harvard, and was 
defeated by Brown and West Point. 

For the first time the track team was 
defeated by Princeton, the baseball nine 
lost bagth the Harvard and Princeton 
series, and the crew was defeated by 
every Eastern university of any im- 
portance on the water, except Columbia. 

It is understood that two of the inci- 
dents of the reforms will be the fight 
that two of the professional coaches— 
John Kennedy of the crew and Billy 
Lush of the baseball nine—must make 


for their places. Several different move- | 
ments are on foot to displace Kennedy, 
and at least one to displace Lush. A 
faction of former Yale players wish to 
see Johnny Evers of Chicago become 
the baseball coach. Another attack, this 
on both Lush and Kennedy, ts headed 
by a faction composed of faculty mem- 
bers and ol4 players. They would have 
professional coaches abolished alto- 
gether. 

Bob Cook, the former Yale rowing 
coach and captain, is at the head of an 
attempt to displace Kennedy. Cook 
wants to bring back Jim Rodgers, the 
former Yale oarsman and football cap- 
tain, as heAd rowing coach. Another 
attempt to oust Kennedy is headed by 
Alfred Cowles of Chicago, captain of the 
‘varsity ‘86 crew. 

The proposed reforms go farther, how- 
ever, than the replacing of two or three 
professional coaches in the university. 
Among the things contemplated is a 
system of athletic control which shall 
not leave the captains supreme.

‘Old Party Leaders Once Smiled 


at Idea of Petticoat Campaign, 
but Not Now. 


ORGANIZATION IS A MODEL 
From Central State Body It 


Reaches Down to the School 
District Captain. 





LEAVENWORTH, Kan., July 5.—Old 
politicians who smiled when the Legis- 
lature passed the act submitting the 
suffrage question to a vote in Kansas 


Land spoke with toleration of the efforts 


of the women to attain equal political 
rights, are becoming alarmed now and 
are realizing that they are going to 
hav. a stiff fight to keep the women 
from winning. The way the women 
are going about the work of perfecting 
an organization is a continual marvel 
to the old politiciags and more than one 
of them has admitted that he didn't 
believe it was possible. 

The politicians are against suffrage 
because they fear that when the women 
vote the little power left to them after 
the primary law was passed will be 
swept away. This was strongly hinted 
when the women began to vote in mu- 
nicipal and school elections years ago. 
The so-called liberal element also is 
against suffrage because of a fear that 
when the women can vote there never 
will be a chance to resubmit the pro- 
hibitory law, for which an organization 
now is at work in Kansas. Neither the 
politicians nor the liberals had any 
doubts that they could defeat suffrage 
at the polls in November, 1912, but 
doubt is here to stay. 


Organization Complete in Detail. 

The women are carrying the organiza- 
tion into every home in the State. Noth- 
ing is being done hurriedly. They have 
taken “Slow but sure” for their motto 
and nothing is being attempted without 
a certainty that it can be carried out. 
The general organization already has 
been perfected and the county organiza- 
tions are well under way. In some coun- 
ties the work of organizing the town- 
ships and city wards already has begun. 

The organization plan of the suffrage 
movement provides for a genera) state 
organization in each county. Under the 
county organization will be township 
and ward organizations and these again 
will be divided into block and schoo! dis- 
trict committees, to that the organiza- 
tion is carried into practically every 
home in the State. 

Neither of the old political parties in 
the State ever has had anything that 
approached it for completeness. In’ or- 
ganizing the counties and cities, mass 
conventions are held. These conventions 
appoint vice-prestdents for each ward 
or township, whose duty it is to call 
a meeting in her district, organize and 
appoint ward and block or township and 
s@pcol district captains. These captains 
will pool, their districts and ultimately 
there will be turned into the State com- 
mittee a report upon how every voter 
in Kansas stands on the suffrage ques- 
tion. 

Papers Treat Cause With Dignity. 

Later on, when the last precinct is or- 

nized, the women will begin both by 

iblic meetings and by personal appeals 
to convert voters opposing the constitu- 
tional amendment. In the meantime the 
women are overlooking to get arguments 
favorable to suffrage into the newspa- 
pers and the leaders are surprised at 
the large number of papers which have 
come out actively in support of their 
cause. They expected jibes and jeers, 
but instead the newspapers; even those 
most strongly opposed to suffrage, have 
been treating them with market cour- 
tesy. 

“It these women were jeered at,” an 
old politician remarked, “they would 
win in a walk and for that reason we 
have to be mighty nice to them. If they 
succeed in getting a campaign fund, 
I’m afraid it is all off with us anyway. 
It is a source of continual surprise to 
me to see the political sagacity they ex- 
hibit. Strong as I am against suffrage, 
I have to admire their business-like way 
of going after what they -want. If the 
Populists had exhibited half as much 
sense 2 years ago they would have 
Swept every state west of the Alle- 
ghenies. 

Women Are Old Politicians, 

As a matter*ofr fact, a large number 
of the women who now are interested 
in the suffrage organization were iden- 
tified with the Populist\party and many 
of the ideas being acted upon by the 
women are theirs. Numbers of others 
were identified with the suffrage cam- 
paign of 1896. 

Because of thet experience in that 
campaign, most of these old leaders

HE WAS STUNG BY A DUKE 


Walking in Gallery With Friend, 
the Butler, Heard Wife Say 
~™“One Must Marry Some One.”

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 5—Nat. 
Goodwin celebrated Independence day by 
discussing Maxine Elliot, his “wife No. 
8," and giving out a part of his book 
about his matrimonial experiences, ¢s- 
pecially while trying to break into En- 
glish society. Part of it follows: 

“Her’s was the ambition of a Cleo- 
patra. She used me as a Jadder to reach 
her goal and found her crowning glory. 
in the blinding glare of a myriad of 
incandescent lights that spelleq her 
name over the portals of a New York 
theater. 

“She was one of the cleverest women 
I ever met. Her dignity was that of a 
Joan of Asc; her demeanor Nero-like in 
i assertive qualities, and yet with 
channels of emotion that manifested 
womanhood in the truest sense of the 
word. 

“During the early dgys at Jackwood, 
my English home, when I was busily 
engaged in hiring guests to come and 
partake of my board and rooms (1 mean 
professional diners-out) I found great 
difficulty in securing patrons. I 
plenty at my command, as far as pro- 
fessional friends and visiting Americans 
were concerned, but the fair Maxine had 
the English bee in her American bon- 
net and insisted we must try and get 
together some of the impec ce nobil- 
ity and a few army men guests. 

“T knew of no one who represented 
thesd particular branches, and had no 
desire to, but being under her hypnotic 
influence, I sought a woman, the wife 
of a friend of mine, an American min- 
ing man, who, I discovered, knew all 
the swagger members of the guards—one 
very particular one—and through her in- 
fluences the ‘saphead’ was permitted to 
visit our humble home from Saturday 
to Monday. He came accompanied by 
one of the present dukes of England 
(whose father, by the way; died ‘owing 
me a paltry $2000 borrowed in a race- 
sourse trip to Deauville). 

“They all came @own this particular 
Saturday in eonjunction with Mme. 
Melba and Haddon Chalmers. 

“We had a lovely time, that Is,. they 
did, as Maxine insisted on my enter- 
taining the guests between courses with 
my supposedly funny stories. General- 
ly, after the telling of each, which oc- 
cupied some little time, my portion of . 
the feast was either cold or conflackted 
by the butler. * Very little attention was 
paid'me, only when anecdotes and the 
first of every month when the bills be-

‘‘However, this particular evening the 
gueste sauntered into the drawing room, 
expecting to Hear Melba. sing. She 
didn’t even talk, and the party, iu 
young couples of two sauntered through 


‘the house and inspected the grounds. 


I, being on particularly good terms with 
the butler, selected him for my com> . 
panion and we quietly strolled through” 
the upper rose terrace, discussing the 
men that would appeal to the next in- 
flux of England’s dilettante. By this 
time all my American friends” were 
barred, as Maxine considered them ex- 
tremely common. 

“The butler and I were figuring out 
the expense of; the past month ag the 
pale moon cast its rays over my book 
of memoranda, when we stopped be- 
fore an open window of the drawing 
room to figure.

Strength in the grain market con- 
tinued ciel ot gh the day, and the clos- 
ing figure n corm were at the top 
notch of the session. Reports of corn 
firing and drying up were received from 
Kansas and Nebraska, and considerable 
apprehension is felt for the crop in 
Missouri. 

There was a slight. reaction down- 
ward in wheat from the high point, 
caused by extensive profit taking. The 
trade in wheat was considerably less 
broad than in corn, and the heavy ar- 
rivals had a tendeney to check the ad- 
vance. 

There was a near panic among the 
storts at the opening in the local 
grain market Monday morning. Fall- 
ure of rain to materialize over the 
three holidays was the bull card and 
prices of all cereals soared at a giddy 

e 

Initial quotations showed an ad- 
vance of about 2c in wheat, 4c in 
corn and 2c in oats. In the early trad- 
ing there was a still further gain, 
with sentiment rampantly bullish. 

Traders’ were on the scene earlier 
than usual, expecting fireworks, and 
when the gong sounded there was a 
wild scramble to execute orders. 
Wheat had an excited opening. July 
starting in a range from 86%c to 
87%c * 

The. excitement continued through- 
out the day, and business in futures 
here was the largest for any single 
day in months, Chicago reported a 
correspondingly enormous volume of 
trade, and Minneapolis and other 
great grain centers were in a state 
Of Leeroet equal to the larger mar- 

ets 

Karly stories of disaster from 
drouth in the West began to pour In, 
and these were plentifully exploited 
by the private wire houses with bull 
connections, Foreign news was also 
of a character calculated to assist the 
buying side. 

Commission houses were’ supplied 
with enormous buying orders, and 
this pressure was augmented by un- 
limited covering of short lines, and 
the uncovering of numerous stop-loss 
orders on the short side. Many of 
these were filled from 2 te 3 cents 
away from the original placement, 
owing to the inability of traders to 
execute them in the excited state of 
the market. 

Receipts at St. Louls over the three 
days were enormous, several ‘times 
larger than those of the correspond- 
ing day a year ago, and primary ar- 
rivals were liberal; but this seemed 
to have no effect in checking the up- 
ward movement. 
upward movement. 

The Northwest furnished its quota of 
bul] dope in the form of damage from 
excessive heat and drouth, and Minneap- 
olis was strong and sharply higher 
throughout the day, Experts in the 
spring wheat region. are reducing their 
estimates of yields and predicting total 
disaster in certain sections. 

The Iowa State report was bullish, 
showing bad need of moisture and a 
heavy falling off im condition of all 
grains. In June the condition of corn 
lost 3 per cent; winter wheat, 12 per 
cent; spring wheat, 20 per cent; hay, 
per cent, and other crops corresponding 
losses. 

Liverpool opened 24 higher on pessi- 
mistic news from America and Russia. 
The world’s shipments were larger than 
expected, and the on passage showed a 
much smaller loss than anticipated, but 
the weather in America and other grain 
prodticing countries offset any bearish 
statistics at hand. 

Broomhall cabled that in the South- 
west-of the Volga district in Russia, it 
has been very hot, and considerable ap- 
prehension is felt for the crops. In many 
other sections conditions are drouthy 
and crops are way below the average 
for this season. 

Receipts of wheat at St.- Louis for 
four. days were 463,000 bu,. of which 
18,207 sacks and 363 cars were local and 
21 cars through, against only 89,800 bu 
for the corresponding period a vear ago, 

Local arrivals of corn totaled 297,600 bu, 
against 324,000 bu last year, and receipts 
of oats were 147,900 bu, against 119,000 bu 
last year.
